increase will take care of the additional feed cost; but 
if the cow produces only about 150 pounds of butter per 
year the increased butter income will amount to only 
about $22. The point that I wish to bring out at the 
beginning of this talk is, that the higher the feed value, 
and the higher the cost of labor, the more important it 
is'to breed and own large producing cows. 

About two years ago I met a man who had done 
considerable public extension work in animal breeding. 
He maintained that the female calf inherited the charac- 
teristics from the dam, and the male calf inherited his 
characteristics from the sire. Therefore, select good pro- 
ducing cows as a breeding foundation, so that the heifer 
offspring will be large producers, and select a large, blocky, 
square type as herd header, so that the steers will make 
good animals for the feed lot. : 

’ All experiments disprove the above theory. Two prin- 
ciples in breeding for dairy production are outstanding: 

First, the ability to produce milk and®butterfat is 
hereditary. Aside from the effects of the law of varia- 
tion, milk and butterfat production is handed down from 
one generation to the other with as much certainty as 
is the color or any other natural characteristic. 

Second, the ability of offspring to produce milk and 
butterfat may be transmitted through the sire as well as 
through the dam. According to data given by Dean 
Davenport some years ago at the Cornell University 
graduate school, the sire appears to be stronger and more 
certain of transmitting production characteristics than is 
the dam. These data referred to purebred animals. 
Which one of the parents is the more prepotent in the 
transmission of dairy characteristics undoubtedly de- 
pends on the inbred characteristics rather than on sex.

more than the students. 


What is the matter with the pres- 
ent card? The doctors will disagree 
at once on that but certain it is that a 
standard for the breed should at least 
state about how large the cows and 
bulls should be, and the color require- 
ments. The average person getting 
acquainted with the breed has no 
definite idea of how heavy they should 
be. All kinds of ideas prevail outside 
6f those who have registered Hol- 
steins as to the color markings allow- 
ed. The present card gives no infor- 
mation on these points. 


Mr. Cleare, the publicity man for 
the association, is working for adver- 
tising which tells “Why.” A score 
card that tells why should do the 
breed a lot of good. The present card 
is very long and gives very little idea 
to the beginner why a certain form is 
necessary. The leading men who, 
like Professor Larsen of South Da- 
kota, are working for the better un- 
derstanding of the dairy cow, have 
discarded the old fashioned dairy cow 
cards and worked out one that is brief 
enough to be comprehended, empha- 
sized the essential points and does 
not call so much attention to fancy 
points that you forget to look at the 
cow. 

It would seem that the association 
that was the first to adopt the Bab- 
cock test for its advancement should 
be the first to adopt a common sense 
card. 
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Mr. Gardner’s opinion is that “No one wants 
anything to do with a show animal with no 
productive backing, and not many greatly 
value a high producer that is unattractive in 
form.

Holstein History in the M:; 


Did you know that Stevens Broth- 
ers were the originators and intro- 
ducers of the diagrams of animals 
now found on the backs of each regis- 
tration paper? Before this (1904) a 
typewritten description on the front 
of all papers sufficed—and as can 
readily be understood, was in a way 
to cause much confusion and misun- 
derstanding as registered Holsteins 
increased. 





Judge McLennan, the well know# 
late Syracusan, at a meeting of the 
Holstein-Friesian Association in 1904 
gave the following beautiful tribute 
to Secretary. Frederick Houghton: 
“Our secretary has always been pa- 
tient and nice and true, and honorable 
—and if you had a fake thing to go 
through, you couldn’t get it through, 
that is why I like him—why we all 
like him.” 





W. G. Powell was one of the first 
breeders who recommended more 
publicity for the association to spon- 
sor. He was one of the pioneers who 
first called attention to the superior- 
ity of Holstein milk over other muk 
for babies, and also urged that more 
stress be laid on our other products 
from milk besides butter. 





W. A. Matteson was the gentlemen 
who “put the escutcheon” in our 
Holstein scale of points. No points 
were originally given for this part 
of an animal. 





W. J. Gillett, one of the greatest 
of our Holstein breeders, made the 
proposition “to establish a system of 
semi-official, yearly butterfat records, 
and to appropriate money for prizes 
for cows competing in such yearly 
tests.” 





In 1905, when Mr. Solomon Hoxie, 
“The Father of Advanced Registry” 
resigned from his arduous position, 
itnere were two prominent and popu- 
lar candidates in the field to succeed 
him—i. e.. Malcolm H. Gardner of 
Wisconsin and the late S. D. : 
Cleveland of Syracuse, N. Y. At the 
annual meeting of the association 
that year, Mr. Gardner received 507 
votes and Mr. Cleveland 433. It had 
been decided, on account of the con- 
stantly growing state of Holstein 
affairs, to send this office west and to 
establish a Holstein capital where 
herds and enthusiasm were daily in- 
creasing. Syracuse had hitherto been 
the Holstein Hub and far seeing 
men saw that she was inclined to be- 
come too centralized. 

The wisdom of both eastern and 
western offices has become more ap- 
parent as the years have passed. It 
is now “Holsteins for America”—not 
alone “Holsteins for New York.” 


Prof. E. H. Webster, chief of the 
dairy division of the bureau of ani- 
mal industry of the United States 
Department of Agriculture, spoke be- 
fore the annual meeting of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association in 1906 up- 
on the importance of founding more 
cow testing societies such as were 
common even before this time in 
unenlightened Denmark, Norway, 
Sweden and Russia.

ORGANIZATION HAS QUALI- 
FIED PERSONNEL. 
During the past few weeks much 
publicity has been given the state- 
ment in the farm papers and daily 
papers, to the effect that the New 
York State Council of Farms and 
Markets is not made up of farmers, 
and it has been repeatedly stated that 
there is not a farmer on the council. 
This statement is so misleading and 





false that it should not be allowed 
further circulation without refutation, 

I therefore wish to call your atten. 
tion to the fact that there are several 
experienced and practical farmers on 
the council together with prominent 
business men acquainted with differ. 
ent lines of business, especially the 
sale, storage and marketing of farm 
products. In fact most of the mem. 
bers of the council are either farmers 
or have had wide experience in deal- 
ing with farm products. 


One member, who is an active, 
practical farmer, is Charles A. Wiet- 
ing of Cobleskill, for 12 years com- 
missioner of agriculture under Goy- 
ernors Morton, Black, Roosevelt, 
Odell and Higgins. Mr. Wieting is 
the owner of a large farm and suc 
cessfully conducts a large dairy. Ly- 
man M. Smith, of Smith’s Basin, a 
member of the council, has always 
been an active farmer and at the pres 
ent time conducts a farm of over 
200 acres. Frank M. Jones of Web- 
ster, ‘New York, another member of 
the council, was born and reared on 
a farm, afterward becoming a mer 
chant and has always retained his it- 
terest in agricultural pursuits. Otis 
H. Cutler, another member of the 
council, owns two farms, one of 3 
acres and one of 200 acres, and was 
born and brought up on a farm if 
Rockland county. Frank W. Howe, 
dean of the college of agriculture of 
Syracuse University, another member 
of the council, has a small farm which 
he cultivates not only _ scientifically, 
but practically, and on which he raises 
more than is produced by some farms 
of twice the acreage. :

Last year 
that amounted to $160,000,000. That 
is clean loss and must come out of 
gross income and represents only 
values of carcasses and does not take 
into account the added loss of de- 
stroyed reproducing powers. By tu- 
berculosis, the loss is estimated at 
$25,000,000; -by contagious abortion, 
$25,000,000, and so on. The loss in 
swine is another $20,000,000. Think 
of that awful load to be made up by 
the healthy producing cows to their 
owners before their own work can 
be profitable, if efficient enough. The 
dairy farmers. of this country should 
rise as one man to help cut down and 
out this enormous loss. Is the im- 
portance of good health plain enough? 
The continuance of such conditions 
can only be a reflection upon our 
common sense, business judgment and 
also our sympathies, for should not 
an animal, so necessary to the life 
of the human race, have our tender- 
est care and deepest sympathy? 
_There are two other important con- 
siderations that I will refer to, all 
too briefly, as this paper is already 
too long. 
First is the matter of state and 
city health regulations as affecting 
the human family and as placing re- 
strictions. and limitations upon the 
conditions under which milk may be 
produced.

The scrub cows had some Here- 
ford, some Shorthorn, some Red Poll, 
and the rest just cow. Breeding of 
any one characteristic had not been 
intensified. They had a broken blood 
line. They were not able to transmit 
large milk production to the heifer 
offspring, because that characteristic 
could not be found anywhere in the 
ancestry. 

It was different with the purebred 
sire. His ancestors were all of large 
size and of large production. His 
dam, Small Hopes Piebe, milked over 
700 pounds of milk containing over 
30 pounds of butter in seven days. 
His sire was Aaggie Cornucopia Jo- 
hanna Lad, a bull well known to most 
Holstein breeders. 

These scrub dams with a broken 
blood line offered relatively little re- 
sistance to the effects of such a pure- 
bred sire, whose blood was charged 
with large milk and butterfat produc- 
tion and. with good type. 

Broadly speaking, every individual 
is a medium for carrying the com- 
bined characteristics of his ancestors, 
and every individual is at the same 
time a vehicle for handing these qual- 
ities on to the descendants. What 
is not in the ancestors can not come 
out in the descendants. If there are 
not large milk and butterfat records 
and good type in the ancestors, these 
qualities can not come out in the de- 
scendants, no matter how much good 
feed and care is given. On the other 
hand if there is large milk and butter- 
fat production and good type in the 
ancestors, it will crop out in the 
descendants.

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the breeders must assume responsi- 
bilities. The breeder of purebred 
sires must be sure that the purebred 
bulls offered for sale and sold really 
possess the needed production in- 
heritance and the good type. Profes- 
sional forced seven-day records of 
ancestors may not be a true indica- 
tion of the breeding qualities of a 
sire. The good qualities in a pedigree 
of a herd bull must be skillfully com- 
bined. Frequent and _ radical out- 
crosses in a pedigree are not condu- 


cive to prepotency in a herd bull. In 
order then to obtain the expected 
progress, the breeder of purebred 


cattle must be genuine in his efforts 
and he must be skillful in the art of 
breeding. Sires, whose ancestry and 
whose individual type are such that 
no improvement of offspring over 
scrub dam can be expected, should not 
be sold as herd headers, and more- 
over they should not be registered as 
breeding animals. 


Purchasing the Herd Sire. 


The purchaser of the purebred sire 
to head a common scrub herd should 
be willing to pay a reasonable price. 
If a man owns a herd of 10 or 15 
grade cows, he need not fear that the 
right kind of a sire is not a paying 
investment. Such a bull may easily 
sire 30 daughters during the three 
years in the herd and each one may 
produce 50 pounds of butterfat per 
year more than the dam. This in- 
creased production would amount to 
1,500 pounds of butterfat per year and 
this butterfat is worth about $600. 

These daughters should make this 
increased production for at least eight 
years. The total value of this in- 
creased production of these grade 
daughters over scrub dams _ would 
then be $4,800. A hundred dollars 
more or less is not the big question 
when a herd header is to be purchased 
—the big question is, can I reasonably 
expect this herd bull to transmit 
large production to his offspring? 

These inherited qualities are not 
visible. The average buyer usually 
pays for what he can see. This is 
often where the mistake is made. The 
invisible qualities, viz, large milk and 
butterfat production, which are 
hereditary, are the valuable ones. 
They should be combined with good 
type. I paid $900 for a male calf some 
time ago, and I figure that I paid $50 
for what I could see in the calf and 
$850 for what I could not see and 
what I-could not handle. 

It is often advisable to purchase an 
aged and tried sire in preference to 
a young and untried one. A bull old 
enough to have a large number of 
uniformly large producing daughters 
of excellent type is a sure investment. 


Co-operative Ownership. 

Though the benefits derived from 
Owning a good purebred sire are suffi- 
cient to warrant individual ownership, 
often two or more farmers may pur- 
chase a good herd sire together. In 
this manner the cost of providing a 
good herd sire is distributed and the 
benefits of such a sire are extended. If 
enough farmers in a community can 
agree on a definite breed then a 
breeding circuit may be established. 
These farmers may divide themselves 
into three groups, and each group 
purchase a good purebred sire. At 
the end of each three years these bulls 
can be exchanged. Thus one purchase 
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will provide the use of 
during the nine years, ie / 
if one of these sires proved to 
superb breeder he could be retain 
still longer. — 

Great as the benefits are of suc 
an arrangement, bull associations 
have made slow progress in the 
United States. In 1908 the first or. 
ganization of this character was 
formed in Michigan. There are now 
32 bull associations in the United 
_States. Michigan has 14 of these 
Minnesota three, South Carolina 
three, and 12 other states each have 
one. Independence of our dairy 
farmers is probably the chief reason 
why co-operative ownership of pure- 
bred sires is not practiced to a great- 
er extent. Most dairy farmers who 
see the benefits of a good bull feel 
amply able to own a purebred bull. 
Those who do not see the benefits of 
a good purebred bull will not take 
interest in co-operating with their 
neighbors. 


This co-operative ownership of pure- 
bred bulls holds in it great opportuni- 
ties, and undoubtedly more and more 
interest will be taken in it. 


Duties of a Good Purebred Sire, 


The chief function of a good dairy 
sire may be summarized as follows: 

1. To cause the cows to give milk. 
It is well known that freshening caus- 
es a cow to renew her flow of milk. 
Maternity is the chief cause of milk 
formation. In some milk producing 
sections many bulls are kept for this 
purpose alone. 

2. To perpetuate its kind without 
regard to offspring. In the past some 
people have thought that a cow is a 
cow and that a calf is a calf. Very 
little weight has been given to the 
kind of a sire, thinking that one sire 
will cause a cow to conceive just as 
well as any other one will. Probably, 
the people living in the newer settled 
sections of the country -hold this 
view more so than those farming in 
older sections. 

3. To improve and unify the type, 
size and markings. There is no rea- 
son why beauty and utility can not be 
combined. The individuals in a herd 
may thus be of uniform size and of 
uniform color. Such a herd imparts 
evidence that it has been intelligently 
produced. Such a herd appeals well 
to the stranger who may be a buyer. 

A person who owns a purebred sire 
that will accomplish the above three 
things well, is fortunate. Such a sire’s 
progeny will make money for the 
owner from the milk produced. Such 
progeny will be in great demand and 
the market price will be correspond- 
ingly high, and such progeny will im- 
part these good qualities to future 
descendants and thus benefit future 
generations. 

The dairy farmer who obtains such 
construction in breeding can well say 
as a famous sculptor once did. At 
the unveiling of a statue the sculptor 
was called to the platform to make 
a speech. He replied, “I am not a 
speech maker,” and pointing to the 
artful statue he said, “My work must 
speak for me.” 

Work, such as good constructive 
breeding by the use of a well select- 
ed dairy sire, speaks well, not only 
to the present but also to the future 
generations.

So you see, all 
facturing is under regulations 
prove health conditions to pro 
the public generally from disea 
These requirements cover sunii 
air and sanitary conditions, There.

Co-operation with such 
laws is our duty and, as I say. if ig. 
really in our own interests. 

Second, I refer to state law 
departments having to do with caine 
diseases. In many of our states we 
are getting livestock sanitary boar 
bureaus of animal industry, increased 
veterinary bureaus and so on. Regu. 
lations are becoming more strict. 
There are those who consider such 
moves in the light of interference with 
individual liberty. But like all just 
laws, they are in the interest of the 
greatest good to the greatest num- 
ber, and here again, I believe we 
should co-operate in the most whole- 
hearted manner, and demand the most 
stringent laws. These boards are ~ 
anxious to, and should, educate us to 
prevent disease, to avoid it wherever 
possible. Their function should be — 
largely educational rather than puni- 
tive and it is frankly up to us to . a 
make it so. Where tuberculosis is . | 
being eradicated it is being done by = 
such methods and the accredited herd : & 
is becoming a large factor, placing b 
as it does a premium upon the men : 
who will have the courage to clean 
up. Our demands should be for the 
spread of this requirement into all 
states and the establishment of uni- 
form laws in all states upon this sub- 
ject. There is now a joint commit- 
tee at work upon this matter, repre- 
senting the National Livestock Sani- 
tary Association and the National So- 
ciety of Record Associations and I 
am glad to be able to state that I am 
on that committee. Furthermore, we 
should require of our state govern- 
ments the employment of the very 
best and most efficient types of vet- 
erinaries. 


The work of the scientist in the 
laboratories has done more for the 
animal industry than the average man 
usually is willing to concede. The 
scientist is our invaluable aid. To 
him we owe the vaccines, serums, © 
and bacterias that protect us against 
tetanus, hog cholera and other dread 
diseases. To him we owe the dairy 
industry of today. What would we 
have done without the Babcock test, 
for instance? So let us look at the 
veterinarian as the field man of the 
scientist in the laboratory, helping in 
the gathering of facts to enable us 
to prevent disease in the future. 

It would seem to me that the argu- 
ments I have presented for the main- 
tenance of good health in our herds 
and for the concerted effort to pré- 
vent disease are convincing. Nobody 
likes disease. Disease is negative 
from every practical point of view. 
And when, in addition, good health 
means good business, common sense 
and prosperity, don’t you see that 
we have every reason, from both the 
ideal and the practical point of view, 
to do our very best to maintain goo@ ~ 
health?

by the government as being the most 
nourishing in food value, we have be- 
fore us a problem requiring our earn- 
est study. : 

Therefore, it behooves us at this 
time to keep up our work with more 
determination than ever to produce 
better dairy cows than to produce 
more dairy cows. And it is a big ques- 
tion, whether the man back of the 
dairy cow producing more milk and 
better cows is not rendering just as 
notable a service as the man on the 
battlefield or the soldier in the ranks. 
For food is not needed at the front 
only, but by non-combatants as well, 
and the production of food has been 
one of the greatest problems to be 
solved by our nation as well as all 
the warring nations. 

Investigating committees have been 
busy working on the cost and market 
value of dairy products and at the 
outcome we find they come in contact 
with the same problem that we Hol- 
stein breeders have been for many 
years studying, I might say every day 
of the year. And there has never 
been a time that our efforts were 
more needed, nor would be more ef- 
fective, than to develop a cow that 
will produce three pounds of milk and 
butterfat where there was produced 


one pound before.

It 
won’t do to-bevselfish or hoggish in 
the matter, but if we work, as never 
before, to raise food for everybody, 
surely the administration won't be- 
grudge us our home-grown beef, pork, 
chickens, eggs, milk, butter, maple 
sugar, honey, wheat, corn, potatoes, 
vegetables and wood. 

That list doesn’t sound as if we 
would exactly starve, does it? The 
dairyman and tiller of the soil are to 
be envied in some respects. When 
the world’s stomach is pinched, every- 
thing looks out of sorts and skew-gee. 
We of the country are asked to do 
vital work again this coming season. 

I, for one, am glad that we are sit- 
uated so that our soldiers of the soil 
will fare as well as those in the 
trenches. The folks who have to do 
the real fighting, whether in the 
trenches or in the fields, deserve the 
best that Uncle Sam can put up.

the reason that it is composed of men 
of large caliber, as one farm paper 
admits. The council has among its 
members farmers—practical farmers; 
a representative of the working men 
who is in touch with their hopes and 
aspirations; produce dealers—able, 
clean and successful men; proprietors 
of cold storage plants—men who have 
accurate information and wide experi- 
ence in this important industry; and 
equally as important, the council has 
upon it business men whose success 
in the business’ world will enable 
them to bring to the discharge of 
their duties a wealth of information 
and practical knowledge that will aid 
the council in giving counsel. 

This body has the: necessary ex- 
perience and knowledge to reorgan- 
ize the agricultural department and 
put it upon a sound and enduring 
basis, to the end that it may be con- 
ducted hereafter intelligently and 
efficiently to aid the agricultural in- 
terests of the state. A great depart- 
ment like this with its countless ac- 
tivities, such as plant industry, ani- 
mal industry, dairy industry, exten-

tation of foods, control of weights 
and measures, the standardization of 
foods and the guarding of the public 
health; with its wide licensing auth- 
ority and great administrative func- 
tions could not be put exclusively in 
the hands of any single class who 
have had experience in but few of 
these activities. 

The editor, or whoever _ else 
imagines that such a body. should be 
made up exclusively of farmers re- 
veals the fact that he does not com- 
prehend the magnitude of the sub- 
ject, or the importance of the council 
and its work. 

We wish to call attention to the 
fact that the council of farms and 
markets has already begun to put in- 
to operation its far-reaching plan of 
reorganization. At the head of the 
bureau of plant industry it has placed 
Dr. George W. Atwood, whose experi- 
ence, training and ability will not 
be questioned or criticised. 

At the head of the bureau of animal 
industry it has placed D. W. McLaury, 
a man who has devoted his life to 
agriculture and livestock, who has 
specialized in purebred animals, and 
is an expert on this subject. 

At the head of the bureau of ex- 
tension and co-operation it has placed 
W. N. Giles, for many years secretary 
of the New York State Grange, a 
man of energy, ability and character 
and deeply interested in agriculture, 
and a man who has always been an 
active granger and is zealously .de- 
voted to the interests of the farmer. 

At the head of the division of foods 
and markets the council has appoint- 
ed Dr. Eugene H. Porter, one of the 
most successful dairy farmers of the 
state, a member and director of the 
Dairymen’s League, president of the 


his own county of Broome. Dr. Por. 
ter is an ideal man for this important 
post, combining practical experience 
as a farmer with technical and scien- 
tific knowledge and proven adminis- 
trative ability. He was for nine years 
the state commissioner of public 
health. ; 

The council is looking for men who 
by experience, character and ability 
are best fitted to conduct the. other 
bureaus to be organized and to carry 
on their work with efficiency and 
render real service to the agricultur- 
al interests of the state, and to the 
people as a whole. 

When the council’s plan is finished 
and put in complete operation every 
interest that touches the farming in- 
dustry at any point will discover that 
one of the greatest achievements of 
any administration in this state in 
the past quarter of a century is this 
organization of the agricultural de- 
partment. The fact-that no one phase 
of the general subject of agriculture 
is given pre-eminent representation 
on the council insures the future con- 
duct of this great department of 
farms and markets on an intelligent 
business basis, not as a police or de- 
tective agency, but as a helpful or- 
ganization to promote increased pro- 
duction, increase the profits of agri- 
culture, and provide for the conserva- 
tion of the food resources of the state 
for the lasting benefit of the whole 
public. :
